REVOLUTION IN RUSSIA. 


The Government Struggling With a Danger - 
ous Propaganda— The War Scare. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loypon, December 31.—Letters from Russia 
show that the revolutionary spirit has spread 
with wonderful celerity, and has developed 
into action first in the universities, all of 
which have become hot-beds of agitation. 
Thousands of liberal students have been ar- 
rested, and many institutions of ilearn- 
Ing have closed, at all of which 
the students have been expelled. In- 
numeradle secret societies have sprung 
up in every university town like magic,having 
no connection with each other, but aiming at 
the same object. The arrests continue on a 
wholesale scale, and are not confined to the 
universities. Even school girls found corre- 
sponding with Liberals or belonging to secret 
societies are seized and hurried off to prison; 
and the letters found in their lodgings lead to 
arrests of their male and female cor- 
respondents. It is evident that a 
propaganda, dangerous to the present 
regime and proceeding on broader principles 
than the Nihilists, is working all over Russia. 
The Government seeks to meet it with a reign 
of terror. 80 far the effect has been to fire the 
young biood of the Empire. Even the pros- 
pect of war fails to absorb the excitement 
as the Government expected it would, 
and it has to reckon not only with 
a powerfdl enemy abroad but a 
dangerous foe athome. The- Russian foreign 
office now seeks to escape from these com- 
plexities by a compromise with the powers 
which will leave the government free to deal 
with internal traubles. The New Free Press 
of Vienna says Russia desires*to return to the 
Berlin treaty and wants the declaration to be 
made and agreed to that all that has hap- 
pened since the removal of Prince 
Alexander is illegal. As to fears of war, 
the Russian people refuse to entertain them. 
Astonishment is felt at St. Petersburg at the 
recurring report in the German and Austrian 
papers that Russia intends to march her 
armies across the frontier. Russia expects an 
early settlement of the Bulgarian trouble. She 
has no „desire to place a Prince 
connected with the imperial house 
upon the throne; but she insists 
on the rights guaranteed to her in Bulgaria by 
treaty as the reward from her sacrifices in the 
late war, while Prince Ferdinand refuses to 
allow Bulgaria to be turned into a Russian 
Province. The only support the latter re- 
ceives is from the attitude of Austria and Ger- 
many, hence Russian discontent, which shows 
itself in signs of war.

ENCOUNTERED FEARFUL GALES. 


The Overdue Steamer, Lerd Gough, Reaches 
Queenstewn Harbor. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
DUBLIN, December 31.—The overdue Ameri- 
can Liner Lord Gough arrived safely in 
Queenstown harbor this morning at6 o’clock 
from Philadelphia, a 0 fifteen days’ pas- 
sage, allthe coal in the starboard bunkers 
having been consumed. Fearful gales trom 
the southeast were encountered four days be- 
fore Christmas, during which the ship made 
very little headway,and on Ohristmas Day 
only seventy-four miles were recorded. 
For an entire week the passengers, number- 
ing eighty, were kept below, and all 
apertures battened down in consequence of 
gigantic seas breaking on board and sweeping 
the decks. Quantities of water got down 
among the steerage passengers. The oil ran 
out and the candles which had 
to de used were frequently extin- 
guished by the heavy rolling of the 
ship in the mountainous sees, causing con- 
sternation to reign among the passengers in 
the darkness, while the water made its way 
down among them.

PARIS, December $1.—An ugly dispute 
between Italy and France is probable, 
growing out of the act of a Judge 
in Florence.

RARE ENDURANCE. 


The Almost Miraculous Case of Gen. John 
Pulford of Detroit. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DiIsSPaTCnH. 

Drrnorr, Mich., December 81.—Gen. John 
Pulford is lying very ill at his residence here. 
Christmas night he was taken with spasme, 
and the next day it was found his whole left 
side was paralyzed. He has not left his bed 
since, and he is hourly threatened with a re- 
currence of the shock. 

There is no parallel in the annals 
of the volunteer army to the 


case of John Pulford and myself, said Maj. 
E. M. Shook. We left Detroit as First Lieu- 
tenants in the Fifth Michigan Volunteer I[n- 
fantry June 19, 1861. We both served during 
the entire war, and came back with the same 
regiment, never having severed our connec- 
tion with the regiment except on furlough 
during the service. It has been said 
that no man ever survived being hit with a 
solid shot from a cannon. Well, Pulford is 
the exception which proves the rule.

TERROR OF LAW-BREAKESS. 


The Interesting Annual Report of Inspector 
Byrnes of New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisParcnu. 

NEW YORK, December 31.—Inspector Byrnes’ 
report of his operations against crimizals in 
New York during 1887 is very interesting. More 
than $500,000 worth of property stolen by 
thieves has been recovered and restored by 
him and more than five hundred years of con- 
viction secured by him for criminals. The 
property recovered was stolen mostly out- 
side of the city and recovered here, 
There haye been no large robberies 
in the city. The poe cases of robbery 
that have come underthe notice of the de- 
tective bureau have been two or three cases 
of safe-biowing, the Morgan diamond rob- 
berry, committed by the second-story man 
from the West, and the COustom-house 
forgery case, where three cases of silks were 
taken. No mysterious murders have taken 
place in the city. Inspector Byrnes has paid 
special attention to the money center. No 
thief is now allowed below the Astor House 
and if one is seen he 
immediatel escorted to the other 
side of the dead line. Where once bank mes- 
sengers went attended by special officers and 
private detectives, now they go about freely, 
carrying boxes of ‘bonds and cash and bags of 
coin without fear. During the past year In- 

spector Byrnes has adopted a novel record by 
which he keeps asort of chart of the move- 
ment of thieves. When a criminal is dis- 
0 m State prison his movements are 
recorded till } he is again in prison. The record 
is most ingeniously kept in books of the In- 
spector’s own invention. During the past 
vear the Inspector has greatiy added to the 
efficiency of the corps. 

There has been but one death in his corps, 
Owen Haley. Capts. McLaughlin, Slevin and 
O'Connor were promoted from the Inspector's 
staff. It is a notewortny fact that the best 
men in the department have been under In- 
spector Byrnes. Superintendent Murray was 
once a sergeant under him, as was also Capt. 
Bregan.

SOUTHERN NEAR SOMERSET, KY. 


Two Passenger Trains Wrecked—Jeveral 
Persons Killed and Many Injured— 
Crushed to Death—The St. Paul Disaster 
—A Disastrous Explosion—Fatal Fall— 
Killed His Sister—A Bad Wreck—A Day’s

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., December 31.—The 
most disastrous Collision that ever occurred 
on the Cincinnati Southern road took place 
one mile north of Greenwood and seventeen 
miles south of Somerset, Ky., to-day at 12 
o'clock.

The situation of antagozism between 8. 
Louis and Latonia in regard to racing dates is 
one in which taurfmen all over the country can- 


not fail to be interested and may in the minds 


of some require explanation. 

For twenty-six years past the St. Louis Fair 
Association has had as the object of its being 
the promotion of the industries of Missouri, 
especially, perhaps, those of agriculture. It 
was felt four years ago that the horse-breed- 
ing of the State required nothing but a strong, 
steady push by the Association to make it one 
of the first of the commonwealths of the 
Union in that industry, andthe horse depart- 
ment ot the Association in its present shape 
was formed to give that impetus. The bene- 
ficiai result of the new departure is already to 
be found in the fact that Missouri is now the 
second in horse-breeding rank of the States. 

For twenty-six years the Fair Association 
has claimed the first Monday in October for 
its opening, and the claim has been respected 
everywhere. When the racing department 
was added to the Association the first Sat- 
urday in June was claimed as its constant ini- 
tial date. Climatic considerations necessitate 
that our racing should be brought on as early 
as possible in June. The formation of the 
present horse department of the Fair led to 
the association of the different jockey clubs 
in the West under the style and title of the 
Turf Congress. Each club bound itself te as- 
sist the other and to respect its rights, but 
St. Louis has received neither respect nor 
quarter from Kentucky. 

In 1886 the Latonia Club deferred its last day of 
racing until the date fixed for the opening 
day of St. Louis, and the first clash occurred. 

This season the Latonia Club has proceeded 
to extremities which force retaliation as the 
only means of self-defense. Well knowing 
that the St, Louis meeting was to commence 
on June 2, 1888, the Latonia Club has framed 
ite programme.to continue racing until June 
9, and itis a very singular coincidence that no 
sooner has competition and clashing between 
St. Louis and Latonia ceased than, by arrange - 
ment, Kansas City was to step in and race on 
all the remaining days of the St. Louis 
meeting.

202 East Thirtieth street, in ans wer to some in- 
quiries concerning his remarkable Knight of 
Labor speech delivered before the Board of 
Trade and Transportation. In the letter the 
Mayor said: 

„1 have not seen the reports of 
the speech to which you refer, and 


as a rule pay very little attention to them. 
What you desire to Know, however, is doubt- 
less the view which I really hold in regard to 
the matter which was under consideration ; 
namely, the right of secret trade 
organizations to interfere with the 
duties of common carriers. It is a 
well-settled principle of law that common 
carriers cannot set up a defense against the 
performance of their duty to the public that 
there is a refusal of their employes to work. 
IT 18 THE DUTY 

of the common Carrier to secure the necessary 
labor for the work of transportation. If, then, 
the duty of a common carrier is so 
imperative any interference with his duty ex- 
cept through the agencies of the law is a 
direct attack upon publie property. My 
criticism was directed to this phase of the 
question only, I don't gbject to trade organ- 
izations, but when the dertake to interfere 
with public rights they become criminal 
and sbould be punished. In fact the courts 
have never failed in any case when the ques- 
tion has been presented to hold the offending 
party responsible. © Public men, however, 
claiming to be statesmen have by their failure 
to take the right greund on this question, 
given encouragemenst to secret organizations 
to attack the public interest. Against such a 
failure of this, ki have urged the 
Democratic party to take decided grounds. 
This I did a year ago ina well-known letter to 
the Brooklyn Democratic Club, and have since 
repeated this view whenever 1 have bad occa- 
sion to refer to the subject. The convention 
at Saratoga did not make any declaration on 
the subject so far as I kn@w.’’

Last evening as the 


CALLED HIM A THIEF. 


| WHY CHIEF OF POLICE WALSH KNOCKED 


DOWN ATTORNEY HALBERT. 


A Sensational Affray in East St. Louis, in 
Which a Prominent Lawyer Was Badly 
Injured—the Vexed Question of East St. 
Louis Politics Leads to the Fight—Par- 
ticulars of the Afflair—Chief Walsh's 
Statement. 


Lou are as big a thief as any of them!“ 
Such was the exclamation of Capt. Robert A. 
Halbert, the most prominent attorney in 8t. 
Clair County, to Chief of Police Mike Walsh of 
East St, Louis in the saloon of the latter’s 
son on the corner of Fourth street and Mis- 
sourl avenue, in the city across the river 
about 8:30 o'clock last evening. The words 
had hardly passed the lips of Col. Halbert, 
when Walsh struck him a terrific blow in the 


j face, felling him to the floor. He lay there

He lay 
unconscious for fa time, and it is feared 
that he may hSve been {seriously in- 
jured. The discussion which led to such 
a deplorable termination was about East St. 
Louis affairs. Col. Halbert has for a number 
of years been one of the principal attorneys in 
Hast St. Louis bond litigation, and is proba- 
bly better versed in East 8t. Louis 
financial affairs than any citi- 
zen of that city. He is also 


a representative of a number of judgment 
holders against the city and by threaten to 

ress his claims in the immediate future has 
neurred the animosity of the present city of- 
ficers. Haibert bas also entertained a decided 
opinion of the present Kast St. Louis adminis- 
tration in using money which belonged to the

PRESIDENT CARNOT ¢ COMFORTABLY - SET- 
TLED IN HIS NEW QUARTERS. 


Some Reminiscences of Mme. Pompadour 
in the Beautiful Structure—The Romance 
of Papa Grevy’s Marriage— Mme. Thiers 
and Her Love of Jaunty Millinery—A 
Pretty Wedding.

A PARTY THAT CAME INTO EXISTENCE 
AIR THE REVOLUTION or 1854. 


Emilio Castelar Gives Its History apd Ex- 
plains Ite Aims and Purposes—The Move- 
ment in 1868-—Historic Democrats Who 
Deserted the Republic at a Supreme Mo- 


ment—The Rival Republican Camps—A 
False Idea.

Prior to 1854 there 

had been a daily 

papeg or a deputy 

here and there 

that had Republi- 

can tendencies— 
but tendencies without a well-defined pro- 
gramme or a clearly-marked line of ac- 
tion are of little weight. The act that 
marked the undeniable appearance of Repub- 
licanism on our’ soll was the solemn vote 
against the Throne and Dynasty givenin this 
Parliament of 184, which proclaimed the doc- 
trine of popular sovereignty under the crown 
ofour traditional kings. Before 1854, the 
monarchical form of government had never 
been called into question in a single one of 
our revolutions. The people drew back with 
respect before the colossal Throne whose 
majestic shadow, when cast over the most in- 
telligent minds, seemed to render them dumb- 
founded. 

But when once monarchy was brought into 
the arena of public debate, judged, woted 
upon by the Cortes just like any other consti- 
tutional question, combatted and rejected by 
twenty-one Deputies who were courageous 
enough to turn their back on the universal 
superstition, this venerable institution, which 
for long years had been enthroned on inacces- 
sible- heights, and had been worshipped like 
the gods in the hieratic temples, receiveda 
death - blow, and began to trembie to its very 
foundations through. ne ‘absence of that ar- 
dent faith which had nourished and animated 
it in other and more propitious times. 

BUT THE REPUBLICAN IDEA 
implanted in the Cortes by the vote of 1854 re- 
mained there in a latent state after the reac- 
tionary movement of 1856 had set in. The re- 
sult of this victory of the old over the new 
was to class the mere mention of the word Re- 
public among crimes. The Republican party, 
therefore, in order to protect itself, and yet 
to be able to advagate its principies, found 
itself forced, on account of its growing in- 
fluence, to assume a vague and indefinite de- 
nomination, and so it called itself the Demo- 
cratic party. In spite of the indefiniteness of 
its name, imposed upon it by the mistrust of 
the monarchy, the doctrine was clearly de- 
fined by the ardent apostieship of a large and 
growing body of believers. 

Our propaganda, the Republican propa- 
ganda, I mean, was at one and the same time 
both negative and positive. From a negative 
a it separated Democracy, that is to 
say, liberty in equality, from the old tradi- 
tional and monarchical authority, with which 
it declared it-would have nothing in common, 
and also from the new Socialist utopias, which 
it looked upon as the licit negation of its 
fundamental doctrines. From an affirmative 
standpoint it defined its belief in individual 
rights and national sovereignty. 

‘nis Herculean task—the separation of the 
Democratic party from all the monarchical as 
well as demagogic parties—lasted for fifteen 
years, at the end of which period our doctrine 
was so well explained and understood that we 
were able, without ruuning apy risk, to carry 
our ideas with usinto politics and even into 
the Government. The sacredness of individual 
rights and the grandeur of national sover- 
eignty were two noble ideals that transformed, 
like ideals. 

SPANISH SOCIETY. 

When the movement of September, 1868, oc- 
curred, the Spanish mind was ready to re- 
ceive new ideas. Monarchy, criticised but 
victorious in the revolution of 1854, was over- 
turned bythe revolution of 1868. It seemed 
logical, natural, inevitable, that the moment 
had come for the realization ofthe Republic, 
especially as we Republicans had for many 

ears been telling Spain what the Republican 
dea meant. But, strange to relate, a consid- 
erable portion of the old Republican party 
which had battled manfully agains 
monarchy as long as it stood, went 
over to this same monarch now 
that it was down. It will suffice to 
show the importance of this action—to cite 
the names of those historic Democrats who 
deserted the Republic at this supreme mo- 
ment. These were Rivero, Martos, Becerra, 
Moret, Echegaray, Rodriguez, and many 
others. This fatal desertion at the most pro- 
pitious hour for founding a republic had these 
unfortunate consequences: 1. To convert 
militant into theoretical republicanism. 2. 
To force it to return for a period to theory and 
apostieship at a moment when it was ripe for 

ractical government and administration. 8. 

o confound it with speculative Socialists and 
militant revolutionists. 

It was under such difficult circumstances as 
these that we declared for the Republicin 1868. 
What was the result to be? As soon as we 
perceived that artifice and violence were being 


employed to force on , eye & monarchy 


when the natural order o ings called for a 
Republic, we began to lean towards extreme 
measures, as is always the case with untried 
doctrinaire parties. 
THE LEADERS OF THE REVOLUTION 
were military men, and, furthermore, as the 
Republic had not taken root in the country, 
there was much reason to fear lest 
the movement degenerate into a dicta- 
torship. We then began to declare the 
Republic too individualistic and denominated 
it ‘‘Federal,’’ which term was given a forced

888 as an amoant equivalent to 20,000,000 
bushels, against less than 16,000,000 bushels 
for corresponding time last year. Besides 
that, there isfully 12,000,000 bushels now on 
the sea headed for that country. As on Jan- 
uary 1, 1 the amount afloat for 
the United Kingdom was a little over 
16,000, 000, it will be seen that the years 1887 and 
1888 start about even on supplies for that coun- 
try. The Mark Lane Express’ weekly report 
shows that the supply of home-grown English 
wheat continues to flow freely. Other coun- 
tries, especially England's own colonies, are 
rapidly approaching their harvest-time. The 
latest advices from Australia, whose harvest 
is this month, continue to speak very hope- 
fully of crop r and it is estimated 
that there will be a surplus of 21, 000, 000 bush- 
els ef wheat for export. Shipments in Janu- 
ary will reach Europe in Apriland May. Be- 
sides Australia, there are harvests this month 
in Ohili and Argentine, and the prospects for 
the crops of these countries are excellent, ac- 
cording to latest advices. Following comes 
the India harvest and the outlook there is 
good. The United States will have a visible 
supply on January 1, 1888, of 45,000,000 bush- 
els. Therg is also said to be 15,000,000 bushels 
stored away in Northwest country elevators 
and several millions in private ware- 
houses iu primary markets, that does not 
figure in the visible. That the reserves held 
back in farmers’ hands is at a low ebb, prob- 
ably the smallest known for years past, is un- 
questioned. The crop now in the ground will 
not be as large as last year’s, owing princi- 
pally tothe decreased area sown to winter 
wheat. So far as it stands now, according to 
latest reports received here, its condition is 
good. here is no telling, however, but that 
a larger amount of spring wheat will be planted 
this year than usual, as the Northwest farmers 
may be induced to do so owing tothe smaller 
winter wheat crop, especially if prices are put 
up much higher. he next fortnight will 
probably tell the tale and indicate whether 
wheat is good for a dollar,or continue to range 
around in the eighties. As wheat goes, sv will 
probably go corn and oats. It does seem, 
though, that corn at or above 50c a bushel dis- 
count@all the damage and short crop that we 
have had. On yesterday’s ‘‘curb’’ May wheat 
sold at 87e and corn was worth 510.

While the production of 
the present year shows a considerable decrease 
from that of last, it causes no surprise 
among well informed people in Leadville. Its 
cause is. readily explained. The average 
price of silver last year was $1.01; this year 
it is 97 cents. About seven mill- 
ion ounces of silver were pro- 
duced in Leadville in 1887, and 
consequently the lower price of silver 
causes a loss of nearly $300,000. Moreover, 
the two great gold mines have been producing 
but little duging the past year, but in 1888, 
with their new mills, their production should 
add half a million dollars tothe total of the 
camp.

past year, it ls a matter of fact that the Q@mount 
of ore mined has exceeded that a1 ened.

SILVER City, N. M., December 81.—The

This 
he intended as a ‘‘nest egg.’’ He was 
never going to encroach upon that credit 
t the bank. he lost the balance 
of his —— he said he would stop speculat- 
ing. There are very few speculators who 
have made that resolution and kept it. 
Davenport was no éxception to the general 
rule. All of his profits had been made in the 
year 1882. In the fall ofthat year he sus- 
tained some heavy losses inthis city. He 
went to Chicago where he claimed to have 
made some money, but the evidence is that 
lost all he made there and more 

It is hard to limit speculative 
Almost before Davenport knew it 

his money was all gone. The nest-egg went 
with the rest and along with that went a lot 
of other people’s..money, probably $50,000. 
When his speculative profits were gone Dav- 
enport had nothing on which he could de- 
nd, nothing with whieh to pay his debts.

He 
made one heavy loss, more than $30,000, 
and then concluded he had had enough. In 
April, 1886, he closed out his deals and an- 
nounced his retirement from the speculative 
field. He took over $100,000 with him. Some 
of this money he was supposed to have lost in 
mining stocks before his death. He was a firm 
believer in Sheridan and he had some mone 
in Ideal.

Both of the Washington houses are 
always Open, and at Grasslands the caller will 
get a glass of wine or a bow! of fresh milk, 
even though Mrs. Whitney is summering at 
Lenox and the Secretary be living at the home 
in New York.

Cesar,’’ which has 
been at the Academy cf 
Music, New York, this 
week, has made a great 
hit. Messrs. Booth and 

Barrett very wisely de- 
dulden that it it suc- 
— ceeded here it would 


do well anywhere. Ifthe people of New York 
like a play and say 80 it is almost sure to go 
elsewhere. Judging by this test the play of 
**Jniius Cesar has a glowing future ahead 
of it. It was written by Gentlemen 
Shakespeare, Bacon and Donnelly, who collab- 
orated together on it. Shakspeare did the 
lines and plot, Bacon furnished the cipher and 
Donnelly called attention to it through the pa- 


The scene of Julius Cesar“ is laid in Rome 
just before the railroad was completed to that 
place. In order to understand the play itself 
we must glance briefly at the leading charac- 
ters which are introduced and upon whom its 
success largely depends. 

Julius Omsar first attracted attention 
through the Roman papers by calling the at- 
tention of the medical faculty to the now 
justly celebrated Cæsarlan operation, Taking 
advantage of the advertisement thus attained 
he soon rose to prominence and flourished 
considerably from 100 to 4 B. C., when a 
committee of representative citizens and 
property-owners of Rome called upon him 
and on behalf of the people begged leave to 
assassinate him as a mark of esteem. He was 
stabbed twenty-three times between Pom- 
pey’s Pillar and II o’clock, many of which 
were mortal. This account of the assassina- 
tion is taken from a local paper and isgraphic, 
succinct and lacks the sensational elements 
go common and so lamentable in our own 
time. Cmsar was the implacable foe of the 
aristocracy and refused to wear a plug-hat up 
to the day of his death. Sulla once said, be- 
fore Cesar had made much of a showing, that 
some day this young man would be the ruin of 
the aristocracy, and twenty years afterwards 
when Cesar sacked, assassinated and holo- 
causted a whole theological seminary for say- 
ing ‘‘eyether’’ and ‘‘nyether,’’ the old set- 
lers recalled what Sulla had said. 

Ogsar continued to eat pie with a knife and 
in many other ways to endear himself to the 
masses until 68 B. O., when he ran for Quzs- 
tor. Afterward he was Edile, during the term 
of which office he sought to introduce a num- 
ber of new games and to extend the limit on 
some of the older ones. From this 
to the Senate was but a step. In 
the Senate he was known as a good speaker, 
but ambitious, and liable to turn up during a 
close vote when his enemies thought he was at 
home doing his chores. This made him at 
times odious to those who opposed him, and

He went into 
the army when the war broke out, and after 
killing a great many people against whom he 
certainly could not have had anything per- 
sonal he returned, headed by the Rome Silver 
Cornet Band and leading a procession over 
two miles in length. It was at this time that 
he was tendered a crown just as he was pass- 
. Ing tne Oity Hall, but thrice he refused it. 
After each refusal the peopie applauded and 
encored him till he had to refuse it again. It 
is at about this time the play opens. Cmsar 
has just arrived on a speckied courser and dis- 
mounted outside thetown. He comes in at 
the head of the procession with the under- 
standing that the crown isto be offered him 
just as he crosses over to the Court-house. 
Here Cassius and Brutus meet, and Cassius 
tries to make a Mugwump of Brutus, so that 
they can organize anew movement. Mr. Ba- 
win Booth takes the character of Brutus and 
Mr. Lawrence Barrett takes that of Cassius. I 
would not want to take the character of Cas- 
sius myself, even if I had run short of charac: 
ter and needed some very much indeed, but 
Mr. Barrett takes it and does it first-rate.

sonal friend of Cesar, though differing with 
him politically. In assassinating Cesar, 
Brutus used to say afterward he did not feel 
the slightest personal animosity, but did it 
entirely forthe good of the party. That is 
one thing I like about politics—you can cut 
out a man’s vitals. and hang them on the 
Christmas tree and drag the fair name of his 
wife or mother around through the sewers 
for six weeks before election, and so long as 
itis done for the good of the party it is all 
right. 

So when Brutus is authorized by the caucus 
to assassinate Cesar he feels that, like being 
President of the United States, it isa diagreea- 
ble job; but ifthe good of the party seems to 
really demand it he will do it, though he 
wishes it distinctly understood that personally 
he hasn't got a thing against Cesar. 

In act 4 Brutus sits up late reading a story by 
E. P. Roe, and just as he is in the most excit- 
ing part of it the ghost of the assassinated 
Cesar appears and states that it will meet him

Booth and Barrett have the makings of 
good actors in them, and I often think that 
if Mr. Booth would chirk up a little more, 
especially atthe assassination, he would win 
every heart. 

I met both of these gentlemen in Wyoming 
some years ago. We met by accident. They 
were going to California and Iwas coming 
back. By some oversight we had both select- 
ed the same track, and so we were thrown to- 
gether. Idonot know whether they will re- 
call my face or not. I was riding on the sleep- 
er truck at the time of the accident. Ialways 
take a sleeper, and always did. I rode on the 
truck because I didn’t want to ride inside the 
car and have to associate with a wealthy 
porter who looked down upon me. I am the 
man who was found down the creek the next 
day gathering wild ferns and murmuring, 
Where am I?’’ 

The play oft Julius Cesar’’ is one which 
brings out the meanness and magnetism of 
Cassius, and emphasizes the mistaken patriot- 
ism of Brutus. It is full of pathos, duplicity, 
assassination, treachery, erroneous loyalty, 
suicide, hypocrisy and all the intrigue, jeal- 
ousy, cowardice and hellishness which char- 
acterized the politics of fifty years before 
Christ, but which now, thanks to the enlight- 
enment and refinement which twenty centu- 
ries have brought, are known no more forever. 
Let us not forget as we enter upon the year 
1888, that it is a presidential year, and that all 
acrimony will be buried under the dew and the 
daisies, and that, no matter how high party 
spirit may run, there will be no personal en- 
mity.

A Delightful Winter Sport—Ice-Sailing Be- 
coming Popular in St. Louis—An Ex- 
citing and Inexpensive Pleasure—Frank 
Wyman Slips Over Creve Cour Lake 
Ata Maud 8. Gait—How to Rig Out. 


CE galling is one of the 
newest sports which of 
late years have been 
brought into American 
life by a wider appreci- 
ation of the advantages 
of winter. It is not new 
except in its general 
adoption as a legitimate 
sport as distinct as ice- 
yachting or tobogganing. It was never dis- 
covered. No doubt it just growed like 
Topsy. It is hard for the mind to go 
back far enough to imagine the first 
skater not trying to spread out his 
coat to make use of the wind.

The public doesn’t care whether he'is 
in a play.or not, but they want him and his 
songs, his characteristic recitations, and his 
irresistible ways. He is best as an entertainer, 
and, whether he is playing ‘‘Bewitched’’ or 
some other conglomeration of nonsense, he 
does the drawing and makes the laughter.

RESTING PLACE OF THE STATE PENITENTI- 
ARY’S UNCLAIMED DEAD. 


Paw-Paw Patch an Out-of-the-Way Feature 
in Jeffersen City—The Labyrinthical 
Road tothe Barying-Ground—A Warden’s 
Observations—Clay Graves and Rotten 


Head-Boards—The Contumely and Char- 


ity of Death—Sentimental Philosephy. 


AW-PAW PATCH, 
the penitentiary 
burying-ground,is 
not one of the 
sights generally 
shown to Jefferson 
City visitors. Your 
friend may intro- 
duce you to the 
Penitentiary War- 
den. D. W. Mar- 
maduke — brother 
of the late Gov- 
ernor—and so gain 
youa look at the 
great penal insti- 
tution ; but neither 
your friend nor 
the Warden will 
gay: Come and 
see the convicts’ 
AP 74 burial ground.“

He was ailing trom the time of his reception 
until Janu 30, 1880, when at 3:30 o’ clock in 
the morning—so the head-board says, quite 
plainity—he died. McGlew had no friends 
able to bury him, and so he lies in the Patch, 
without even a shell or a bit of colored glass 
suchas may be seen on paupers’ graves, to 
ranted that some one remembers and cares for 

m. 

Brown was variously employed about the 
penitentiary, being at one time librarian, at 
another electric light tender. One night he 
broke the circuit in an electric lamp near the 
south wall, went over and was gone 
without the guard having the slight- 
est suspicion that a suit of 
brown stripes was missing. That was 
two months ago. Brown is.still at large. Mo- 
Glew would have been afree man more than 
two years ago had he lived. 

The head-boards bear no side notes, 
‘*white’’ or colored, yet, the negroes can 
be separated without the aid of prison officials. 
Lewis Cass is the name of one, a strong, black 
murderer. Charles Hardin, probable descend- 
antofa slave owned in the ex-Governor’s 
family, is there among the dead, 
having passed away during the 
term of the man whose name he bore. 

Jim Cummins is the name of a defunct con- 
viet, not Wittrock the narrow-headed, — — 
dent, fame- seeking express robber and imita- 
t r, not even the original out- throat, but an 
ordinary thief. 

Not a grave seems to have ever been marked 
with flower or wreath of any kind. No traces 
of fond hands and remembering hearts. 
Within sight is the National Cemetery, where 
once a year at least flowers are strewn.

Main street ends in a gullev, and another 
street going south connects with the street 
that, having passed the National Cemetery, 
becomes the Moreau road. The town is in- 
croaching on this cemetery,that lies not a full 
mille from the Executive Mansion, which 
might be called the center of the town. Due 
south from the National Oemetery, with its 
neat stone wall and small white stones, mark- 
ing each a soldier’s grave, is Lincoln Insti- 
tute, a Normal school for colored people, 
rough brick buildings separated from the city 
by the intervention of a wide tract of land be- 
longing to the State. 

THE MOREAU ROAD 
passes the cemetery and abruptly changing 
its course runs south. A sign-board ‘‘To 
Castle Rock’’ causes Warden Marmaduke to 
remark that though thereis aplace called 
Castle Rock, it owns neither a castle nora 
rock. And that reminds him that there are on 


the road from Jefferson City to Lexington 
known as the Lexington Branch! —three 
stations in succession, named respectively 
Napoleon, Wellington and Waterloo. The
